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TEXT OF EQUAL RIGHTS AMENDMENT 
“Equality of rights under the law shall not be denied or abridged by the 
United States or by any State on account of sex. 


Congress and the several States shall have power, within their respective 
jurisdictions, to enforce this article by appropriate legislation. 


“This amendment shall take effect one year after the date of ratification.”

Clara Booth Luce 


becomes Ambassador to Italy. President Eisenhower should be 
congratulated upon the appointment of Mrs. Luce as the first 
woman Ambassador to Italy, a member of NATO and staunch 
friend of the United States. At 18, Mrs. Luce worked with 
Mrs. O. H. P. Belmont in the cause of Equal Rights for women. 
She distributed handbills from a plane urging women to make 
their influence felt more strongly in politics. This was prophetic 
of her own future. 

In 1942 she traveled 75,000 miles through India, Burma, China 
and Africa. Served from 1942 to 1946 in Congress from the 
Fourth Congressional District of Connecticut. 

We are sure that Mrs. Luce will acquit herself with great 
ability in her new role, and we extend to her our heartiest wishes 
for success in her highly strategic mission.

In January, 1953, Carol Marx, Owatonna, Minn., upheld the 
affirmative in a spirited debate before the Minneapolis Branch 
of the A.A.U.W., the subject being: Resolved, That the Equal 
Rights Amendment should be passed with no qualifying clauses. 

uise Herou, a member of the A.A.U.W. and attorney of 
Minneapolis, took the negative position. 

Miss Marx accented the discriminations that still exist against 
women in the United States and Miss Herou advocated continua- 
tion of the so-called “protective” legislation. The results of the 
debate were very close. This subject is to be voted on in Con- 
vention in June.

Vermont 


In the Vermont Legislature, 52 of the 246 Representatives are 
women. Thirty-five of them list their occupations as housewive. 


India 


In the new India Constitution women have equal rights with 
men. There is no discrimination between sexes. They have 
equal opportunities for education and holding positions in the 
Government and Public Affairs. There are women lawyers, 
doctors and professors who hold high positions in education and 
administrative service in local bodies and legislatures in 1952, 
85,000,000 women exercised the right to vote in the first national 
election—a figure that exceeded the total vote in the U. S. change 
of administration. 80

In Senate (S. J. Res.49)—Introduced Feb. 25,1953, by Senator Butler of Md., who said: 


The results of the very recent national election have revealed 
conclusively that our women compatriots have assumed an ever- 
increasing role of co-operation and effectiveness. The weight 
of their accomplishments cannot be minimized. President Eisen- 
hower has already recognized these worthy and important efforts 
through the appointment of outstanding women to Federal posts. 


The women of America have thus assumed a rightful and in- 
creasing responsibility for citizenship which has now become an 
integral part of our way of life. Their contribution to this 
great Nation’s leadership in domestic and world affairs cannot 
be denied. 


In the light of these facts, it is my considered feeling, which 
is shared by many, many others, that the women of this great 
Nation are entitled to an equality of rights under the law. 
Therefore, on behalf of myself, the Senator from Maine (Mrs. 
SMITH), the junior Senator from Wyoming (MR. BARRETT), 
my colleague the junior Senator from Maryland (Mr. BEALL), 


the Senator from Nebraska (Mr. BUTLER), the Senator from 
New Mexico (Mr. CHAVEZ), the junior Senator from Pennsyl- 
vania (Mr. Durr), the Senator from Michigan (Mr. FERGUSON), 
the Senator from Vermont (MR. FLANDERS), the Senator from 
Iowa (MR. GILLETTE), the Senator from New Jersey (Mr. HEN- 
DRICKSON), the senior Senator from Wyoming (Mr. Hunt), the 
Senator from, Indiana (Mr. JENNER), the senior Senator from 
North Dakota (Mr. LANGER), the Senator from Washington 
(MR.

true in the U. N. preamble where women are given full equality 
and where it is so stated....... 


Mr. Speaker, although it may not come under the same act, 
women will never get equal pay for equal work until they have 
equal rights. That is the primary and the fundamental reason 
why this amendment should be written into the Constitution of 
the United States. But granting that we pass this amendment 
in the House and that it is passed in the other body, as we hope 
it will be—it is sponsored in the other body by the distinguished 
Senator from Maryland, Senator BUTLER—even then it is still 
up te the States. If the States reject it, it will not become a part 
of the Constitution. Therefore I cannot see why Members of 
this body should be so fearful about contemplating the passage 
of this amendment. , 


People will ask: How about your special legislation for 
women? The answer to that is a very simple one. What about 
your special legislation for veterans? Does that put them in a 
different category? Does that say that they will not have equal 
rights under the Constitution? Why, of course we have to have 
special legislation for many groups, but that does not change 
their constitutional rights. We have to have special legislation 
for the needy, for the sick, for the aged, for the veterans, and, 


if you please, for women. That is not going to change their 
being first-class citizens and that, after all, is all we want. 

There is no reason why women should not have maternity care 
and maternity benefits, just as much as that the veteran should 
get hospitalization and special care for the suffering that he has 
undergone as a veteran. The veteran is doing something for his 
country that the women cannot do. On the other hand, the 
women are doing something for their country that the veteran 
and the men cannot do. So we know, and we admit, and we 
welcome the fact that there is a difference between the sexes, 
and we know that this amendment will in no way change the 
facts of life and will in no way change the laws governing these 
differences 

So you see the amendment is a just amendment. It is just for 
both sides. Through this amendment we may in time see women 
get equal pay for equal work, an equal status and an equal right 
to take their place beside their men as they have always done 
anyway in our history, as they did in the days of the pioneers 
and as they can do today. The American woman wants no 
privileges. The American woman is willing to stand on her own 
two feet beside her man and beside the men of the Nation and 
work for the United States of America. We will work together, 
but we will work far better together if we work as equals. 
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
